FALL IN* RAVINE. * 


19 DAYS ON A PRECIPICE. 


LAEELAND VISITOR'S EXPERIENCE. 


<After being missing for 19 days a 
visitor to the Lake District, Mr. Ed- 
werd Cormelius Crump, 50, a London 
stockbroker's clerk, has been found on 
& precipice'in the ravine known ns 
Piars Ghyll. on Scafell, where he had 
lain since falling into the ravine- on 
June 21. - 

Despite his long ordeal it is ex- 
pected that he will recover. Ha was 
missing at the beginning of the 
month, and a thorough search of 
the Lake District mountains was made 
by, rock climbers, police, and many 
residents, but it was not until 19 
days later that two. Keswick climbers; 
Mr. A. R. Thompson and Mr. Wilson, 
found Mr, Crump in the ravine below 
Scafell Pike, about 10 miles south- 
west of Keswick, They saw him 
from a height, whereas a search party 
who the previous week were at the 
bottom of the ravine failed to find him. 
Mr. Crump was rescued with ropes and 
taken to Wastdale Head Hotel. He 
Was conscious, but very weak, with 
his ankles and feet much swollen. 

When first seen he was sitting at 
the top of a 50-feet waterfall. He 
made no response to calls, so one of 
the climbers, descended and touched 
him on the shoulder. It took 3 hours 
to lower him with ropes to the foot 
of the fall. 

He had a few sandwiches in his 
knapsack on June 21. but these he 
may have eaten before falling into 
the ravine, in which case he existed 
for 18 days merely on the water which 
was trickling down the rocks, 


MONEY TRAIN. 


EXPRESS DERAILED BY - 
CRIMINALS, 


-Amsterdam-Paris express. leaviny 
Brussels just before midnight. 
was derailed as the result of 
a plot halfway to Mons at Hen- 
nuyeres. A postal coach was smashed 
and six French officials in it were 
killed. The two engines ran off the 
line and o luggage van followed. 
Ist and a 2nd class coach were tele- 
scoped, but there were no passengerd 
in these carmages. The passengers 
in the sleeping-cars scrambled out on 
the line in their night clothes. When 
the stationmaster' arrived he found 
sixteen wounded. These were French 
postal officials and Belgian railway 
servants. The passengers injured 
were only slightly hurt, and included 
an Italian, s Dutchman, and a Freoch- 
woman. There were no British. 

When the police began their in- 
vestigations they found marks of the 
stools with which the points had been 
turned. These were still fresh in the 
metal, making it clear that the ac- 
cident was the work of criminals, 
The train carried £80,000 for the 
French Post Office. a number of Dutch 
share ‘certificates, “and” other Dutch’ 
valuables. It is evident that the 
tobbers aimed to steal these valuables 
and hold up the passengers. The 
train usually carries rich bankers and 
diamond dealers from Amsterdam.
